hastens to assure me that it is not possible for this to happen. 
Several agencies monitor the weather patterns around the world, 
and they would have noticed such a disruption if it were occuring. 


As the tapes you sent refer to a matter of national security, I have ‘ 
sent them to the Central Intelligence Agency for their perusal. [ 

‘am cértain that they will take whatever action they deem appropriate 
to follow up on this matter.
